EMANUEL H. BLOCJT represented 
ROSENBERG and argued that ROSEtlBERG vas being held on an aJTfidavid of an 
FBI Agent and Mr. Saypol Immediately interrupted and stated that FBI agents 
always have facts and do not evear lightly to complaints. BLOCH stated * 
that be agreed and that his remsirks should not be Interpreted as any re- 
flection on Bureau agents. After some further minor arguments. Commissioner 
McDonald granted USA Saypol *s motion for continuation until 8/15 /50 .*

.x>raticn* According to Lr* IS.R/ji., the production of any classified 
oovernmcnt contract with the Eii.crson Corp* is confined to a separately 
walled area with gi\ards at the entrances to these areas. Passage to
